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A Polar Outeast

GN the morning of Jan. 
6 15, 1908, the Nimrod 
was well below the Ant- 
arctic circle and into the 
L area where its compan- 
ion ship, the Koonya, was to turn 
back toward New Zealand. Ernest 
H. Shackleton, commander of the 
expedition, made a brief survey of 
his surroundings from the deck of 
the Nimrod and decided that the 
hour of parting was at hand. He 
issued instructions to transfer the 
mail to the ship that was to remain 


behind. 


The letters, for the most part, 
messages of affection from members 
of the expedition to their families, 
hore the current penny stamps of 
New Zealand overprinted with the 
words “King Edward VII Land.” 
Sir Ernest had sold the stamps to his 
men from a supply furnished him 
by the postmaster-general of New 
Zealand. On into the polar wastes 
went the Nimrod, back to civiliza- 
tion came the letters. Sir Ernest con- 
tinued to sell King Edward VII 
Land stamps and more letters came 
out of the ice at a later date. 

King Edward VII Land stamps 
are still floating around the world, 
recognized as legitimate issues by 
some catalogues, ignored by others. 
More than twenty-five years later 
another polar expedition dispatched 
letters from that part of the world. 
Special stamps, too, were used. Amer- 











ica has accepted this latter issue while 
turning thumbs down upon the one 
Shackleton used. 

In his book “Heart of the Ant- 
arctic,” Sir Ernest mentions the 
stamps but briefly. He says: “The 
postmaster-general of the dominion 
had printed off for me a small issue 





of special stamps, and constituted me 
a postmaster for the period of my 
stay in the Antarctic, an arrange- 
ment that much simplified the hand- 
ling of the correspondence sent back 
from the winter quarters of the Nim- 
rod,” 

Curious to know more of the story 
of this snubbed stamp I recently 
wrote to a friend in New Zealand 
and to P. H. Thorp of the Scott 








Stamp & Coin Company for infor- 
mation. 

Said my N. Z. friend—George 
Falconer: “From what our Christ- 
church expert tells me, this was 
more or less a stunt of the late Sir 
Joseph Kinsey, a well known busi- 
ness man of Christchurch who died 
within the last few months. I think 
they sell for 15 shillings mint or 
used. The Scott Antarctic expedi- 
tion carried a stamp with a similar 
overprint. Gibbon’s catalogue states 
that these issues were made by au- 
thority of the New Zealand post 
office and while not actually neces- 
sary, they did frank correspondence 
to New Zealand.” 

From Mr. Thorp I received a 
fine letter which, by the way, is 
typical of the courtesy always ex- 
tended to the public by the officials of 
America’s No, | dealers in stamps 
and coins. 

Says Mr. Thorp: “In regard to, 
the King Edward VII Land stamps 
used by the Shackleton expedition to 
the Antarctic, we note the following 
from the London Philatelist of 
March, 1908: ‘Rather an interest- 
ing event took place on Saturday 
when the  postmaster-general (Sir 
Joseph Ward) appointed Lieut.

“Further comment is made in the 
same article to the effect that ‘it 
seems palpable to everyone that there 
are no living creatures excepting 
polar bears and wild birds in the 
Antarctic regions, nor can the letters 
sent home by the vessel require any 
postage stamps until their arrival 
at the nearest port when they would 
require franking with the stamps 


of the country to which such stamps 
belong. ‘here can, therefore, be no 
possibility of a legitimate demand 


for this Antarctic expedition adver- 
tiseraent stamp. As souvenirs, the 
stumps may be appreciated.’ 

“The only other comment in the 
Londen Philatelist on this problem- 
atical issue appears in the August, 
1909, number in which there is 
printed the report of E. H. Shack- 
leton, ‘postmaster’ to the Right Hon- 
orable Sir Joseph Ward, postmaster- 
general of New Zealand. This re- 
port, dated May 11, 1909, at Ade- 
laide, South Australia, cites Shack- 
leton’s authority as a postmaster to 
‘sell stamps and carry on general 


duties of a postmaster at an office to 
be established at the winter quarters.’ 
On reaching the Antarctic circle in 
Ross Quadrant, King Edward VII 
Land, he issued the first of the stamps 
in ein that the members of the ex- 
pedition might dispatch letters back 
to New Zealand on the Koonya, the 
steamer which had towed the Nim- 
rod down to the ice. The first mail 
was duly dispatched by means of the 
Koonya. On reaching the territorial 
waters King Edward VII Land 
and while lying along side of the ice, 
mile off shore, he formally

opened postefice as a branch of 
the New Zealand postoffice. He 


received letters for dispatch and is- 








sued for future correspond- 
ence. 

“The same report goes on to men- 
tion several other postoffices which 
he opened and accounts for some 
2,000 letters passing through his 
hands, and that he sold the bulk of 
his stamps to ‘members of our little 
community.’ 

“It would seem from this that 
our modern attempts to exploit phi- 
latelists by trans-oceanic flights and 
polar expeditions are by no means 
new,” concludes Mr. ‘Vhorp.

From the Chicago Publie Library 
Copy of “History of the City of New York" 


Henry Hudson’s favorable reports to the Dutch East India 
Company after his voyage in 1609 to New York Bay and the 
Hudson River, aroused great interest in colonization. In 1624 a 
band of Walloons aboard the ship “Nieu Nederland” sailed up 
the Hudson River to the present site of the City of Albany and 
founded the settlement of Fort Orange. The stamp design was pre- 
pared by the Bureau from an illustration in the “History of the 
City of New York” by Martha J. Lamb, published in 1877. A 
name, which I believe to be “Speer”, appears in small letters in 
the lower left hand corner of the illustration. This was probably

The craze for plate numbers is be- 
coming a menace to sensible collect- 
ing. The public, through its unrea- 
soning demand for blocks with plate 
numbers, is forcing these items be- 
yond their true value. It is an un- 
healthy situation when juveniles who 
formerly were content with a mint 
single, refuse to take a mint block of 
well centered stamps but insist upon 
one with the number. It has chiefly 
come about from misinformation be- 
ing passed by one deluded collector to 
another. I grant that the collecting 
of plate numbers is a justifiable spe- 
cialty. On account of their current 
popularity a special collection of plate 
numbers is a worthwhile undertaking. 
However, the stamp itself should come 














first and not the number. If you 











doubt the statement that plate num- 
bers are not highly desirable, take 
your collection of them to a recog- 
nized dealer and observe what pre- 
mium over the ordinary block he 
places upon the plate number block. 
True, he must ask more when he sells 
because of the demand, but will he 
pay more? This will not apply to 
special imperforate and rare com- 
memorative pieces but to stamps of 
recent vintage which are plentiful on 
the market.

With the announcement of the 
Army-Navy series postal — officials 


gave up all hope of revising the reg- 
ular series of stamps this year. In- 
stead it was planned to make this 
change in !937 at which time a new 
air mail series would also be issued. 
Again plans may have to give way 
for under authority of Cungress the 
Committee under Sol Bloom was au- 
thorized to issue a series commem- 
orating the 150th Anniversary of the 
Constitution of the United States. 
As far as the Post Office Department 
is concerned nothing has yet been 
done towards preparing models for 
the series nor is it known how many 
stamps are to be issued.

A Corpsk Is SraBBED TO DEATH 


While our own belief has been that 
anything like a National Approval 
Board as proposed by Mr. A. E. 
Geldhof is impracticable as well as 
unworkable, we are told by Mr. 
Geldhof that hundreds of stamp clubs 
have approved the idea and he now 
calls attention to the fact that the 
late S. P. A. Convention slaughtered 
an attempt to bring the subject before 
the convention as a body. 

Personally, we do not believe in 
permitting any Board to pass on sub- 
jects that are of vital interest to a 
convention body without the subject 
has been brought fully before the 
convention so that attendants can 
have as much knowledge of the mat- 
ter from all sides as the board had 
when it made its recommendation. 

However, it was ever thus in stamp 
society conventions and collectors take 
so little interest in affairs of vital im- 
portance to themselves, that it is a 
simple matter for the Philatelic Poli- 
ticians to keep down argument lest 
the collectors might take hold and 
run the stamp societies themselves.
